Ind., who has the distinction of bein/ 
the only daughter of a revolutionarj 
soldier now living between the Alle 
ghany mountains and the Pacific coast 
has just celebrated her 
ninety-fiftl 


birthday. This venerable woman, win 
is also the widow of a veteran of the wa 
of 1812, learned only recently that she 
was entitled to a pension. Congress 
man Steele heard of her, and, becomin| 
interested in her case, agreed to intro 
duce a bill in congress for her reliel 
In addition to her other honors Mrs 
Cobb claims to be the step-great-grand 
mother of William Jennings Bryan, late 
candidate for president. She was born 
in Frankfort, Ky., January 11,1803. He 
father, as the records show, was an 
officer in the revolutionary war, serving 
five years with distinction and being 
several times votmded in battle. Mrs 
(Vxbb's father was C'apt. Daniel Gano 
whose father and four brothers also 
served their country at that period 
The senior member of this family, John 
Gano, was chaplain of Washington's- 
favorite company.

Civilized people, especially of the 


English-speaking races, pride them- 
sel\es upon their discoveries in elec- 
tricity with which they now operate the 
grins of great ships of war, and thc3' 
point with fear and trembling as well 
as satisfaction to the perfection in all 
sorts of dynamite bombs and ex- 
plosives which they may, on occasion, 
use to kill people by the hundreds; but 
with all their cleverness they have 
never learned to make what a naked 
savage can fashion out of a crooked 
stick. It has been stated on good au- 
thority that there is nothing made of 
wood which a Yankee boy cannot copy 
with the aid of his jackknife, but the 
man who said that hnd probably never 
heard of a boomerang. 


Horace Baker, wl'o spent several 


years in Australia and went "boom- 
erang crazy," is the first white man who 
ever made boomerangs that would 
"go," and he learned to make them by 
almost living with the savages and 
watching them as they sat whittling 
away ab a piece of wood with their 
crude stone hatchets and sharp shells. 


"The quality of wood used baa a 


great deal to do with the excellence of 
a boomerang. The Australian brave 
will tramp miles to find a branch of the 
right shape and a wood of the proper 
density. Gnarled trees are at a pre- 
mium there, and the heaviest wood is 
the best. Our lignum vitae corresponds 
the nearest to the tree they like best. 
The piece for the boomerang is usually 
cut where a branch curves out from the 
tree trunk, for this is the most nat- 
ural crook in the tree's formation. As 
the branch is bent, so is the boomer- 
ang inclined, for its curve must follow 
the grain of the wood. You never see 
any cross-grains on any of these weap- 
ons. 


"In throwing a boomerang the sav- 


age holds it by one end over his right 
shoulder, his body turned to the right, 
then without straightening the arm he 
whirls the body back to front posi- 
tion, bringing the weapon, with the 
arm still bent, with it, then suddenly 
lets go, straightening the arm at the 
elbow as he does so. This adds the force 
of the whole body to the momentum of 
the weapon, instead of depending en 
tirely upon that of the arm. It will go 
whirling 
around, keeping straight 


ahead for a certain distance, then grad- 
ually swerve to the left, and at last re- 
turn to the thrower. 


"When a savage wants to kill or dis- 


able a kangaroo he throws it so it will 
strike the ground at a stated distance 
from 
him and then begin turning 


somersaults until it reaches the kanga- 
roo, striking him even then with such

He makes them now when he hrv; a 
little leisure from hii regular occup: 
tion of wood engra\;ng. but ordinarily 
he sits in his little .New York studio 
working o\er a microscope as quietly as 
if he iiad ne\er w hirled a kangaroo into 
eternity uitli one of those bewitched 
pieces of deformed wood. 


1'eside tho'-e which he has made him- 


self Mr. Tl.iker has the largest collec- 
tion of real Australian black man's 
boomerangs in this country. There are 
almost a hundred of them, and a queer 
lot they are! Some of them are hag- 
gled :ts if the sa%age hnd used 
his 


teeth to make them, yet ns true to the 
boomerang principle as the carcfully- 
carved specimens which decorate his 
walls. He keeps them hung up ia clus- 
ters as some men have their guns and 
pistols arranged with a view to proud 
display before their friends. A few of 
these date away back to the time when 
Capt. Cook landed on the coast of 
Australia and took possession in the 
name of King George, for the savages 
hand these things down as heirlooms 
just ns our revolutionary heroes left 
us their muskets and military coats by 
wliieh to prove a military family tree. 


"Why 
is it so difficult to make a 


boomerang?" said this connoisseur of 
the crooked stick. "Well, because it is 
so delicately balanced that the least 
divergence from the proper angle will 
alter its course in the air and prevent 
the perfect revolution which is neces- 
sary to its flight. 
When correctly 


made a boomerang should balance ex- 
actly on a knife blade held at its cen- 
ter. 
If it doesn't balance, some more 


whittling must be done on the heavy 
end. That seems easy enough—to whit- 
tle a piece of curved wood into a flat 
shape so that the ends balance exactl.f 
—and if that were all there is to it any 
boy could make one. The hard part of 
it is to cut the edges in such a way 
that they will strike tbe air at a certain 
angle in one part of the curve and at 
another in another part, and so on until 
every line of both edges contributes to 
the perfect revolution of tbe weapon. 
Then, when it is whirled, it has two 
motions, the rotary one, which is a re- 
sult of its shape, and the forward one. 
piven it in the throwing. It's a pity 
that the baseball players cannot 'get 
onto' those black fellows' 'curves,' A 
pitcher who conld do it would make his 
fortune. 


force as to break a log or kill him, if it 
strikes on the head. 


"Or suppose he sees a flock of ducks 


swimming about on the river. 
lie 


creeps up softly behind a clump of 
trees, throws his boomerang swirling 
o\er the treetops in a curve line which 
lie can calculate as well as a civilized 
gunner sights a straight one, and down 
comes Hie flying stick among the ducks 
flopping like a live thing, and killing or 
disabling everything within reach of its 
wooden wings. It really looks very 
much like a bird in its flight through 
the air. 


"The savages hare many different 


varieties of these weapons." The aver- 
age length is 24 or 20 inches. Such as 
these are used in hunting birds, rabbits 
and other small game, and none of them 
weigh over three-quarters of a pound. 
There are immense hunting and war 
weapons which are as much as three 
feet long, but they are rarely used, and 
nobody has sufficient strength to throw 
them so that they will return. 


"Do they ever lose their boomerangs? 


Xot often. They trace them up when 
they have 'flown wild' as certainly as 
a dog follows a scent. 
Every black 


knows his own weapon, and every 
other fellow's too, for that matter. 
Ench family or clan—it is hardly cor- 
rect to call them tribes—has a peculiar 
carving of its own by which I can tell 
in what part of Australia it was made." 


"How long does it take a savag-e to 


make a boomerang?" 


"That depends upon how carefully it 


Is done. If it is to be carved and pol- 
ished, it takes a long time, but a plain 
one requires only about three hours' 
hard work. The savage will never do 
it in that time, though. He is too lazy. 
He will work at it a few minutes, then 
stop to rest a few hours, and in that 
way he may be more than a week in 
finishing it."
